No Trace Found 


Of Two Convicts

PHILADELPHIA. Nov. 
C—State 


police and prison officials, augmented 
by -scores fo city police and detec- 
tives, systematically combed the city 
today but found' no trace of two des- 
perate convicts v.-ho escaped from the 
Eastern State penteptiary last night. 
Another convict was shot dead almost 
as he stood on the threshhold to free- 
dom, 
while a fourth was vcaptured 


before he ran a hundred yards from 
the prison. 
A dramatic scene was enacted wjth- 


in the gloomy walls of the peniten- 
tiarv just before the three despera- 
does stealthy walked through 
the 


huge gates. Within a vaulted cham- 
ber, 
about twenty feet* square 
and 


twenty feet high, constructed of steel 
and stone was fought a furious pistol 
battle. Convicts and guards emptied 
their guns at each other at close 
range. 
. 
First came Joseph Lorimer, one 


of the convicts, who had been de- 
tailed to make repars to the ad- 
ministration building. A guard, Joseph 
Gilbert, looked up in time to . see 
above his head an upraised blackjack 
in Lorimer's hands.

minimizing anti-Jewish activities in 
Europe," according to the sixteenth 
annual report of the American Jew- 
ish Committee made public here. The 
report credits the collar>se,of the anti- 
Jewish propaganda 
to the vigorous 


protests of the press, the church, and 
other American organs of public op 
inion,

port was prepared by its executive 
committee, which includes Albert D. 
Lasker, Julius Rosenwald and Gen- 
eral Abel Davis of Chicago, Oscar S 
Straus, Abram I. Elkus. Justice Irv- 
ing Lehman, 
Cyrus 
L. Sulzberger. 


Lewis L. Strauss, and Mr. Marshall, 
of New York, Dr. Cyrus Adler and 
Horace Stsrn of Philadelphia, Pe'ix 
Fuld of Newark. N. J., A. Leo Weil, 
of Pittsburgh, A. C. Ratshesky of Bos- 
ton, Colonel Isaac M Ullman, of New 
Haven, and Paul L. Feiss, of Cleve- 
land. 


The past two years have seen a no- 


ticeable imprcxvement in the condition 
of the Jews in Eastern

"Iniquitous anti-Semitic propagan- 


da on the who'e, has met with gener- 
al condemnation in western Europe, 
except in Germany where anti-Semit- 
ism has been "adopted as a rallying 
cry by a number of minor .political 
groups and especially those of reac- 
tionary tendencies. It is evident from 
their proceedings that anti-Semitism 
is the hand-maiden of the broken re- 
mnants of militarism and junkerdom 
and of those forces which are bent 
on overthrowing the republic and of 
combating free and 
liberal govern- 
ment. 


"With anti-Semitism discredited in
